AT LEAST 50 DEAD IN BLASTS IN CHINA 

Huge, fiery blasts at a warehouse for hazardous chemicals killed at least 50 people and turned 
nearby buildings into skeletal shells in the Chinese port of Tianjin, raising questions Thursday 
about whether the materials had been properly stored. Hundreds of people were injured in the 
explosions shortly before midnight Wednesday, which sent out massive fireballs that turned 
the night sky into day and shattered windows several miles away. Twelve of the dead were from 
among the more than 1,000 firefighters sent to the mostly industrial zone to fight the ensuing 
blaze.

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O’Shea Jackson Jr. stars 
as his dad, Ice Cube, in 
‘Straight Outta Compton’

G et this: There’s a moment 
in “Straight Outta Comp- 
ton” when Ice Cube, as 
played by his son, says he 
has a baby on the way, referring to his 
son, who is delivering the line. 


“I don’t know if this has ever happened 
in Hollywood before,” said the 46 -year-old 
Cube, who appears Friday Sept, ii, at Riot 
Fest, at the Peninsula Hotel. “It’s a story 
winding in on itself” 

The movie, an entertaining and infor- 
mative biopic about influential rap group 
N.W.A. that opens Friday, is also troublingly 
relevant in recalling the group’s commentary 
on police misconduct. (If you know any song 
by N.W.A., and you should listen to a lot 
more than that, it’s “{Bleep} tha Police.”) 

Directed by F. Gary Gray (who went to 
north suburban Highland Park High School 
and directed Cube in “Friday”), “Straight 
Outta Compton” chronicles the formation 
of N.WA. (which included Cube {O’Shea 
Jackson Jr.}, Dr. Dre {Corey Hawkins} and 
the late Eazy-E {Jason Mitchell}), the con- 
troversy stirred by its lyrics and the conflict 
that arose because of disagreements over 
contracts with manager Jerry Heller (Paul 
Giamatti). 

Jackson Jr., who looks very much like the 
young version of his father, understandably 
was very determined not to let anyone play 
the role but him. 

“It really became something that I made 
everything about,” said Jackson, 24, noting 
the two years of classes and acting coaches it 
took him to get the part. “I had to lose weight 
to look right. I flew to New Tbrk to be with 
another coach and just was prepared to give 
everything for this role because it meant ev- 
erything to me.”

Cube, what was the most surreal aspect of 
seeing your son play you and go through 
things you went through? 

Ice Cube: Just seeing him perform. Seeing 
him get on stage and really morph into me on 
stage. It’s just incredible to watch. I can’t put 
it in words; it’s just like, I guess, every parent 
will understand the feeling of how you feel 
when your kid steps up. When he gives his all 
and he does a great job, you’re just proud. For 
this, it’s so close to me, so close to our fam- 
ily— it’s got to do with legacy and everything, 
and for him to step up for me and the family 
like that, I can never repay him. 











I assume that everything in the movie hap- 
pened, since you’re a producer on this, you 
know the story and it happened to you. For 
exampie, smashing Priority Records with a 
basebaii bat over payment issues; did that 
happen as we see in the movie? 

1C: Yeah. 


see how much love is behind it just further 
pushes that. 

Cube, what do you remember of those eariy 
days when he was singie digits and he was 
going around doing your songs? 

1C: It was the craziest when they were the 
youngest. We was going through a lot of 
different beefs with different crews, it was 
thick. They was young, him and my other 
son, we’re talking 2, 3, 4, 5. We goin’ through 
it in the streets for real, so it’s cool that we 
lived through all that and he’s of age {now} 
and we can go on tour and I can show him a 
little bit of what I’ve become, and what I’m 
still striving to be. It’s just a real good thing. 
I’m real happy and satisfied that I can take 
my sons with me. I see a lot of dudes on tour, 
they don’t have they family with them at all. 
It’s cool just to have my sons, sometimes I 
take my pops, my wife when she want to go. 
It’s just been a family affair for real, and I’m 
appreciative of it. 

How many times have you tried to battie-rap 
against each other, and who won? 

{Both laugh.} 

OSJ: Never. 

1C: We don’t battle against each other. 

OSJ: Same team right here. 

1C: We ’re on the same squad. 

Have there been times where you just hang 
out and throw it back and forth, not as a 
battie but iike if you were musicians and 
piayed guitar and drums together? 

1C: I mean, not really They kinda got their 
own flavor, I got my own flavor. I {fall in] 
with the OGs, they do their {thing} with the 
youngsters. We still in different age brackets; 
we still in different lanes. 


OSJ: Kobe and Magic, Kobe and Magic. 

Who wouidn’t want to see them piay 
together? 

{Both laugh.} 

OSJ: Check us out on tour. 

1C: We get onstage, we do it. 

Freddie Gibbs performed at Pitchfork. 

His whoie career is teiiing stories from his 
experience. I missed his show, but some 
peopie were taiking on sociai media that at 
one point during his set there was a big chant 
from the mostiy white crowd of, “[Bieep] the 
poiice.” What’s your reaction when you think 
of that image? 

1C: Everybody hates corrupt police, man. 

Everybody 

OSJ: "^ah. 

1C: It’s not a certain age group. If you ask 
anybody that know what the police do and ask 
them, “Do you like a corrupt cop?” Every one 
of ’em’s going to say no. It’s a universal thing. 

I wish the good cops would step up and point 
out the bad cops and not just let them continue 
to do what they do. Step up, man; let’s clean 
this thing up. ’Cause those bad cops is giving all 
cops a bad name. So I wish the good cops step 
up and clean all those bad apples out they de- 
partment and serve the people like we deserve. 

It seems iike a movie that the edited-for-TV 
version might not connect as much, iike 
Cee Lo going from “[Bieep] You” to “Forget 
You.” “Forget the Poiice” gets a iittie softer. 

1C: I think it’s still going to translate. We were 
able to make radio versions to some of these 
songs, so I’m pretty sure we can make a TV 
version to this movie.

Was something iike that hard to see your son 
re-enacting, or for you. Shea, to do that and 
know your father reaiiy did that? 

1C: It was actually fun for me to watch. Just 
to see him re-enact it, just to see how they 
shot it. In real life things maybe are a little 
different, but when you shoot it in a theatri- 
cal way and you set up great shots and you 
capture it, it’s another special feeling. So I 
just enjoyed watching it. There’s nothing 
that I was worried about and cringing over 
or embarrassed for him to know about me. It 
was just really about enjoying the awesome 
job that everybody did and being so proud of 
it. This is my most important movie that I’ve 
ever produced. 

O’Shea Jackson Jr.: That particular scene, the 
office scene, I was very passionate about that 
scene. I fought for that scene. I understand 
how movies work. I understand that you 
can’t have everything that you shoot. But that 
scene, I needed it because it meant a lot not 
only to the film but to my family That rep- 
resents my father’s boiling point. I think you 
can see the passion I have during that scene. 


Oh, yeah, you really go to town with that bat. 
OSJ: Two takes. Two takes. {Laughs.} So I 
fought for that scene, and it was very impor- 
tant to me to have this movie authentic. It 
has to be authentic; it has to be what really 
happened because those who don’t know 
are going to take this movie for its 
word. This is their book of N.WA., 
so it had to be right. 


The scene on the bus when the 
guys come on with guns and teii 
everyone to, I think the iine is, “Gang 
bang them books”-did that aiso 
happen that way, and what was 
going through your head as it was 
happening? 

1C: Thah, it did happen that way I 
was nervous; I thought they was 
going to shoot the whole bus up. 

We didn’t know what they was 
going to do. The reason we put 
it in the movie was because we 
wanted to show the obstacles, the 
reasons why this music came to 
life. The things that we were seeing 
and going through, the situations 
that we were up against. And we’re 
not unique. It’s not like this is just ^ 
happening to Cube, Eazy and Dre. 
This happened to all the kids in 
our neighborhood. This happened to 


everybody around that time. We just showed 
that five guys became constructive and not 
destructive, even though we were living in a 
hardcore situation. We didn’t turn that into 
destruction. We turned that into construc- 
tion; we did something good. We made music, 
we created, we had fun. We didn’t just sulk in 
it and let it consume or define us. The movie 
shows all of that. We wanted to show people 
the crazy stuff that we had to go through, and 
these are just moments. It’s like trying to put 
all the {bleep} we went through into a movie, 
it’d have been a miniseries.

Something I talked about with [F. Gary 
Gray] and [Jason Mitcheii] is this notion of 
peopie judging rap simiiariy to what you 
were saying of the bad cops ruining it for 
the good cops. How much do you think that 
happens with rap-peopie saying rap is ter- 
ribie because they don’t iisten to it because 
they oniy iook at the bad exampies? Is there 
anyone or any subgenre you wish wouid 
stop giving everyone a bad name? 

1C: Not realty It’s like artists is artists, man. 
All artists shouldn’t walk to the beat of the 
same drum. Some artists go too far with it, 
with the gangster rap. Some of it’s nonsense. 
Some of it’s good lyrics and good storytelling, 
good subject matter and good rhyming. It’s 
to me the difference between a newspaper 
and a comic book. You have everything in 
between and they all can talk about the same 
subject matter. You can talk about a gun in 
a newspaper; you can talk about a gun in a 
comic book. One of them you should prob- 
ably take more serious than the other. And I 
think sophisticated rap fans know who the 
clowns are and who the real guys with cour- 
age and something to say are. It’s the casual 
rap fan who don’t know the difference, and 
they’re a casual fan anyway so you shouldn’t 
put too much time and effort into convincing 
them what gangster rap is and what it should 
be. 

OSJ: Every genre has its bad songs. There’s 
no denying that. You can’t just generalize a 
whole genre based on a couple of songs. You 
said the casual rap fan; in sports, if you look 
at somebody’s highlight reel, they ain’t got 
they bricks in there, so they look like the 
best player. If you lookin’ at nothing but the 
worst songs, that reflects badly on the genre. 
You need to do your research, watch some 
more game film a little bit, and then realize 
what you got. 

Something this movie made me wonder: 
Why do you think aii the contract stuff hap- 
pened the way that it did? 

1C: I don’t know, I think you gotta realty ask 
Jerry Heller. I realty don’t know. They didn’t 
have us signed at first, and they waited until 
realty late in the game to start trying to get 
us signed, and by that time I figured out it 


just wasn’t right. So I don’t know To me, pay 
people what you owe ’em, keep ’em happy, 
and you stay together. You get greedy and 
you break up. It’s been like that forever in 
the music business, so if I felt like I was 
being paid right or correctly I would have 
stayed no problem. 

Is there anything you wish you wouid have 
done differentiy in that whoie process? 

1C: Probably I think just held Eazy a little 
more accountable for what happened and 
realty pushed him to solve it and not just deal 
with Jerry I dealt with Eazy a little bit, but it 
was kind of too late, everybody had dug into 
they positions. So I just wish I would have 
went to him a little earlier. To be honest I’m 
glad everything happened like it did ’cause I 
wouldn’t be the solo artist I became. I don’t 
think I would have done movies or be a pro- 
ducer right now. I’m kinda glad it did work 
out like it did. That’s why I’m sitting right 
here and able to produce “Straight Outta 
Compton.” 

Which is tougher: making your name for 
yourseif in the music or movie industry? 

1C: Movie industry 

How come? 

1C: Because you’re at the mercy of the indus- 
try You’re at the mercy of someone or some 
people believing in you and giving you a shot. 
With music you can take your own shot, go 
make your own record, put your own record 
out. It’s a new day for music. You don’t have 
to have a team; you don’t even have to have a 
record company to have a hit. So I just think 
it’s easier ’cause you can do it by yourself 
if you needed to. Movies you can’t do it by 
yourself At all. 

I feei iike there’s more music out there 
and peopie can connect Just by upioading 
something, but the iongevity seems to be 
shrinking. 

1C: You know, you asked how to make a name 
for yourself I just think it’s easier in music. 
Now, how you keep your name rolling? That’s 
a whole ’nother class. That’s a whole other 
session. It’s a lot of different ways to try to 
stay on top.

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Star Jason Mitchell and 
director F. Gary Gray on 
‘Straight Outta Compton’

For a month after Jason Mitchell auditioned 
for “Straight Outta Compton,” he heard noth- 
ing. “Oh my goodness. It was waiting for global 
warming was what it was,” the 28 -year-old ac- 
tor, who delivers a breakout performance as 
the late rapper Eazy-E, says with a laugh during 
a paired interview with director F. Gary Gray 
(who went to north suburban Highland Park 
High School), 46, at the Peninsula Hotel. “It 
was waiting on a huge iceberg to melt. It was 
great, though. It’s been a beautiful experience.” 

And the movie’s good too. Opening Friday 
“Straight Outta Compton” looks at the for- 
mation and breakup of influential rap group 
N.WA., including Ice Cube (played by the rap- 
per’s son O’Shea Jackson Jr.), Dr. Dre (Corey 
Hawkins) and Eazy-E (Mitchell), whose com- 
mentary on police misconduct sadly couldn’t 
be any more relevant today

Jason, this is such a huge role for you. How did 
you react the first time you heard you got it, 
and what did you do to go celebrate? 

Jason Mitchell: Oh, I was super ecstatic. I 
was super, super ecstatic. But Gary he’s a 
super, super tough director. I love this guy but 
he’s super tough. So immediately I went into 
{laughs} doing my homework. I did a lot of 
homework to get the role, but it was just work, 
work, work, work, work, work from there. I’m 
celebrating now 

I thought it was powerful last night at the Q&A 
when the interviewer mentioned Chief Keef, 
who three years ago was the hottest thing in 
town, but everyone was like, “Booo! Nooo!” 
Chance the Rapper is now the hottest thing in 
Chicago. Did that strike a chord with you the 
same way to see the sea change, since those 
artists represent something so different? 

FGG: You know what I wish would happen 
more is that our society can put entertainment 
in the proper context. 

JM: Right. 

FGG: If we ’re relying on children to raise our

kids, if we’re relying on children in some cases 
and young men who are artists first, not lead- 
ers, they didn’t step up to say “Hey listen, we 
want to rebuild our nation.” They’re artists; 

I wish we could keep our entertainment in 
a proper context. Everybody has a different 
point ofviety and I think artists should have 
the right to speak their minds. ... We don’t 
want just the politically correct, homogenized 
world that they want you to believe it is. We 
want a little bit of all of it, but we also want to 
keep it in the proper context. I want to look 
to first and foremost myself to have a positive 
experience in life. The one thing we have is 
the privilege of conscious choice. And what I 
mean by that is you can choose to listen to it 
or not. You can choose to properly keep it in 
its context or not. I don’t want to belabor the 
point, but I do feel like they put a lot of weight 
on hip-hop in ways they don’t do in other 
genres of music and also other elements of 
entertainment. You have to look at economics, 
you have to look at education, you have to look 
at our structure with leadership. They just put 
too much on entertainment. 

JM: Right. And again, saying art is supposed 
to be a thing that makes opinion strong. That 


makes a lot of these things that makes our 
country strong and really relevant and really 
liberal and all these things that we stand for. 

It’s just supposed to be that. I don’t have 
anything against anybody for saying what you 
do like or what you don’t like, but when I see a 
Chance the Rapper or a Chief Keef, I look at 
them as two young, successful black men from 
Chicago who made it out of their situation, no 
matter what kind of music they make. ... It’s 
stiU art in its best fashion, no matter which way 
you look at it. I think it should be viewed in 
that form, but again that’s my opinion. I think 
it has to be a thing where it’s all viewed in the 
same way or not viewed at all. 

A lot of people are talking about how relevant 
the movie still is— all the issues of police 
mistreatment and everything still happening. 
What’s the first memory you have of being 
aware of this issue, and what needs to happen 
to finally make a change? 

FGG: Well, first and foremost I want to make 
sure that people understand this movie is not 
anti-law enforcement. It would be a mistake 
to think that we made a movie that is anti-law 
enforcement. 

**[Bleep] tha Police” might have been a 
troubling title. 

FGG: Well, the movie’s not called “{Bleep} tha 
Police.” It’s called “Straight Outta Compton.” 


{Laughs.} Actually for myself, we feel there’s 
changes that need to happen in law enforce- 
ment and the culture. It’s really the culture, 
and there are a lot of as one writer calls, I think 
it’s a book called, “On Combat,” and he calls 
them peaceful warriors. There are a lot of 
peaceful warriors out there that are out there 
to serve and protect, and they deserve all the 
credit for protecting us. 

How does that change then, so they’re the 
only ones working? 

FGG: Well, this is real life, though. Like any- 
thing else you’re going to have the good and 
the bad. There is conversation right now, and 
I also feel like there needs to just be a shift in 
culture and law enforcement. Hopefully after 
you watch this movie, if you’re part of law 
enforcement, you maybe can encourage some- 
one who is a partner who may be involved in 
excessive force or doing things that maybe’s 
not so fair. We’re all American citizens, period, 
first. So when it comes to racial profiling and 
things like that, when it comes to excessive 
force, when it comes to being unfair to any 
American, it doesn’t matter what color you are, 
it doesn’t matter where you’re from, hopefully 
you think twice. And I think there’s starting to 
be a shift. I’m hoping, and maybe I’m a little 
more optimistic than the next person. We’re 
shining a light on it, and Cube and the group 
did that, I think, in their way back in the ’80s.

Nobody ever men- 
tions the Beach Boys 
andN.WA. in the 
same sentence, for 
good reason. Yet Paul 
Giamatti plays very 
similar roles in the 
Brian Wilson biopic 
“Love & Merc/’ and 
intheN.WA. bi- 
opic “Straight Outta 
Compton,” which is 
rather ridiculous con- 
sidering the former 
came out like five minutes (two months) ago. 

That hardly tanks the latter, which is 
timely in a number of unfortunate ways, 
while also possibly reminding/informing 
some viewers that once upon a time. Ice 
Cube was not that guy from family-friendly 
stuff like ‘Are We There Yet?” In 1986 
Compton, Calif, Cube (played by his real- 
life son, O’Shea Jackson Jr.) forms N.W A. — 
if you don’t know what that stands for, look 
it up— with funny. White Sox hat-sporting 
Eazy-E (Jason Mitchell) and Dr. Dre (Corey 
Hawkins), a DJ who can create head-smash- 
ing beats but not practice medicine. There 
were a couple of other guys in the group too, 
but “Straight Outta Compton” doesn’t do a 
very good job of addressing them, so I guess 
I won’t either. 

Eor a change, a musical biopic doesn’t 


deal with a rise and fall due to drugs or other 
vices, ’cause that didn’t happen. I mean, 
there were plenty of boozing pool parties 
and hotel room orgies, apparently but that 
caused no problem. “Straight Outta Comp- 
ton” mostly deals with growing tensions 
within the group due to Eazy-E handling the 
business side with their manager Jerry Heller 
(Giamatti). Director F. Gary Gray (“Friday”), 
who struggles with charting the passage of 
time and lets the 140 -minute drama ramble a 
bit, is a little wishy-washy in the storytelling 
here, but it seems like the relationships were 
a little wishy-washy in real life too. 

This remains a consistently entertain- 
ing look at the birth of extremely relevant 
music, brought to life by breakout turns from 
Jackson Jr., Mitchell and Hawkins. (Keith 
Stanfield of “Short Term 12” also does a good 
Snoop Dogg.) N.WA. preceded the East 
CoastA)(^est Coast rap feud of the ’90s, is an 
undeniable touchstone for Kendrick Lamar 
(who appears on the soundtrack) and com- 
mented on difficult upbringings and police 
misconduct with fire, not the detached cold- 
ness of some newer artists. Being mistreated 
and arrested for no reason is, sadly, far from 
a new concept, and few artists have covered 
this ground as well or as influentially as 
N.WA. Said Cube at a post-screening Q&A 
in Chicago, “ ‘{Bleep] tha Police’ was 400 
years late.” No mic drop here— the conversa- 
tion continues.
